GRANITE CITY — Traffic signals 
at Illinois 3 and W. 20th Street will be 
upgraded, the Granite City Council 
decided last week. 

The aldermen passed- two resolu- 
tions approving modifications in the 
existing signals, which include 
upgrading the controller, adding 
mast’arms and installing coordina- 
tion equipment.
